Homeland Security says exploding Gulf platform 
west of BP spill site was producing 58,800 gallons of 
oil and 900,000 cubic feet of gas per day 


An oil platform exploded and burned off 
the Louisiana coast Thursday, the second 
such disaster in the Gulf of Mexico in less 
than five months. This time, the Coast 
Guard said there was no leak, and no one 
was killed. 

The Coast Guard initially reported that 
an oil sheen a mile long and 100 feet 
wide had begun to spread from the site 
of the blast, about 200 miles west of the 
source of BP’s massive spill. But hours lat¬ 
er, Coast Guard Cmdr. Cheri Ben-Iesau 
said crews were unable to find any spill. 

The company that owns the platform, 
Houston-based Mariner Energy, did not 
know what caused the explosion. 

Louisiana Gov. Bobby Jindal said 
Mariner officials told him there were sev¬ 
en active production wells on the 
platform, and they were shut down 
shortly after the fire broke out. 

Jindal said the company told him the 
fire began in 100 barrels of light oil con¬ 
densate, but officials did not know yet 
what sparked the flames. 

The Coast Guard said Mariner Energy

NEW JERSEY REPRESENTATIVE FRANK PALLONE 

reported the oil sheen. In a public state¬ 
ment, the company said an initial flyover 
did not show any oil. 

Photos from the scene showed at least 
five ships floating near the platform. 
Three of them were shooting great 
plumes of water onto the machineiy. 
Light smoke could be seen drifting across 
the deep blue waters of the gulf. 

Environmental groups and some law¬ 
makers said the incident showed the 
dangers of offshore drilling, and urged 
the Obama administration to extend a 
temporary ban on deepwater drilling to 
shallow water, where this platform was 
located, the associated press

Two charged, but no motive yet 


Police aren’t saying what 
the motive was behind the 
brutal beating death of a 
homeless man on Aug. 26 
— but two suspects are 
now in custody after turn¬ 
ing themselves in to police. 

Rene Francis Quinn, 49, 
turned himself in on Tues¬ 
day and William James 
Dixon, 34, followed on 
Wednesday morning. 

“Mr. Dixon was identi¬ 
fied earlier in the investi¬ 
gation and we have been 
actively searching about,” 


said homicide Det. Dale 
Johnson. 

“Mr. Dixon became 
aware of that and felt that 
it was no doubt in his best 
interest to turn himself in 
to police.” 

Both have been charged 
with second-degree mur¬ 
der and possession of an 
offensive weapon, after 
James Lee Catholique’s 
body was found bludg¬ 
eoned to death next to an 
abandoned building on 
107 A Avenue and 100 


Street last Thursday 
evening. 

Johnson said both 
Quinn and Dixon are 
known to police, Quinn 
has a lengthy criminal 
record and the two are the 
only suspects in this case. 

Johnson said police be¬ 
lieve alcohol was involved.

A familiar pattern

The first bands of heavy 
rain hit the long ribbon of 
barrier islands Thursday 
night. The downpours start¬ 
ed in several bursts as the 
storm’s so-called rain shield 
whirled into the southeast- 
emmost tip of the Outer 
Banks. 

Earl’s arrival could mark 
the start of at least 24 hours 
of stormy, windy weather 
along the U.S. East Coast.

ellers’ Labour Day weekend 
plans and strike a second 
forceful blow to the vaca¬ 
tion homes and cottages on 
Long Island, Nantucket Is¬ 
land and Cape Cod. 

It was unclear exactly 
how close Earl’s centre and 
its strongest winds would 
get to land. 

As of Thursday afternoon 


the only evacuations or¬ 
dered were on the Outer 
Banks, which sticks out in¬ 
to the Atlantic Ocean like 
the side-view mirror on a 
car, vulnerable to a side- 
swiping. About 35,000 
tourists and residents were 
urged to leave. 

Hundreds of the Outer

God may not necessarily be necessary 


Did creation need a cre¬ 
ator? 

British physicist and 
mathematician Stephen 
Hawking says no, arguing 
in his new book that there 
need not be a God behind 
the creation of the uni¬ 
verse. 

The concept is explored 
in The Grand Design, ex¬ 
cerpts of which were print¬ 
ed in the British newspaper 
The Times on Thursday. 
The book, written with fel¬ 
low physicist Leonard 
Mlodinow, is scheduled to 
be published by Bantam 


Press on Sept. 9. 

The Grand Design, 
which the publishers call 
Hawking’s first major work 
in nearly a decade, chal¬ 
lenges Sir Isaac Newton’s 
theory God must have been 
involved in creation be¬ 
cause our solar system 
couldn’t have come out of 
chaos simply through na¬ 
ture. 

But Hawking says it isn’t 
that simple. To understand 
the universe, it’s necessary 
to know both how and why 
it behaves the way it does, 
calling the pursuit “the Ul¬ 



timate Question of Life, the 
Universe, and Eveiything.” 

“We shall attempt to an¬ 
swer it in this book,” he 
wrote. “Unlike the answer 
given in The Hitchhiker’s 
Guide to the Galaxy, ours 
won’t be simply ‘42.’” 

The number 42 is the ab¬ 
surd answer to the “Ulti¬ 
mate Question” of sci-fi 
author Douglas Adams. 

Hawking, who is 
renowned for his work on 
black holes, said the 1992 
discoveiy of another planet 
orbiting a star other than 
the sun makes “the coinci¬ 


dences of our planetary 
conditions ... far less re¬ 
markable and far less com¬ 
pelling as evidence that the 
Earth was carefully de¬ 
signed just to please us hu¬ 
man beings.” 

In his bestselling 1988 
book A Brief History of 
Time, Hawking appeared to 
accept the possibility of a 
creator, saying the discov¬ 
eiy of a complete theory 
would “be the ultimate tri¬ 
umph of human reason — 
for then we should know 
the mind of God.”

O Statement of claim alleges some 
officers committed ‘criminal acts’ 


Police action against pro¬ 
testers and bystanders dur¬ 
ing the tumultuous G20 
summit in June has 
prompted another class-ac¬ 
tion suit that alleges large- 
scale breach of rights and 
illegal detentions. 

The proposed action, 
filed Thursday in Ontario 
Superior Court, seeks $115 
million in various dam¬ 
ages. 

Named as defendants 
are the police services 
boards of Toronto and 
neighbouring Peel region, 
along with the attorney 
general of Canada. 

“The policies, proce¬ 
dures, directives and or¬ 
ders of the defendants 
during the G20 authorized 
... abuse of power, abuse of 
process, false arrest, false 
imprisonment, infliction 
of mental suffering, inva-

“$540,425,310,714!” 

Maude is sitting next to me. She's 
raising two young children, and 
wants to know Canada's federal 
debt. “It's climbing by $135 
million a day,” I tell her. “$ 1,560 
per second!” 

e’ve been stopped for five 
minutes. When 
I finish answer¬ 
ing her 
question, the 
power goes, and darkness 
envelops the train. 

“That’s ridiculous! And 
our children are the ones 
who are going to be crushed 
by this debt?” 

“Yes. Their share is more 
than $15,000 each. This 
means they’ll have to pay 
higher taxes, and they’ll re¬ 
ceive fewer services like 
health care or student bur¬ 
saries.” 

“Unbelievable! It’s time 
for our elected officials to 
have an adult conversation 
about our public finances.” 

“I agree. But our 
politicians will never have that conver¬ 
sation. As economist Don Boudreaux 
once put it, adult conversations about 
money are mature and responsible, be¬ 
cause adults earn and spend their own 
money. I also have two small children 


and their financial conversations are in¬ 
fantile and irresponsible. It’s always, ‘I 
want that toy!’ or ‘Let’s go to 
McDonald’s!’ or ‘Take me to Disneyland!’ 
They demand these things constantly, 
which makes perfect sense: It’s my girl¬ 
friend and I who are paying. Children 
have nothing to lose by playing this 
game. If their demands are met, 
someone else will be footing the bill. 

“The conversations about public 
finances that politicians have with inter¬ 
est groups (unions, businesses, coalition 
X or Y, all of whom want their goodies) 
are infantile for the exact same reason: 
the money they spend isn’t theirs. It’s 
ours.” 

“And when they run out,” Maude says, 
“they go see daddy and mommy to 
charge and tax them even more, is that 
it?” 

“Exactly. And when the economy is 
rolling along nicely (for a 
whole slew of reasons), 
politicians try to take the 
credit. They’re like kids at 
a pinball machine into 
which no coin has been 
inserted. They hammer 
away frantically at all of 
the buttons and think 
they’re responsible for 
the bells and flashing 
lights. Children, I tell 
you.” 

At this point, Maude 
decides to listen to her 
iPod. 

The power comes back 
on, but it’s still dark in 
the train. The debt is now 
$540,425,778,714. Five 
brief minutes, and we’re 
$468,000 more in debt. 

We’re finally underway, speeding 
along, not seeing the approaching wall.

It also 
comes with Swype, which 
allows users to type on vir¬ 
tual keyboards by simply 
swiping fingers around 
from one letter to the next, 
lifting only between words. 
The application then uses 
an algorithm to determine 
the word that is intended, 
which the company says 
allows for typing speeds of 
more than 40 words per 
minute.

Mobile g ambling 
to net big money, 
report claims 


It’s a huge pot, and ana¬ 
lysts are betting it will only 
get bigger. 

A report published by 
Britain’s Juniper Research 
estimates that wagers on 
mobile gambling will top 
$48 billion a year by 2015.

Tanker runs aground

A fuel tanker carrying nine 
million litres of fuel has 
run aground near the 
Nunavut community of 
Gjoa Haven in the North¬ 
west Passage. 

The Nanny — a modern, 
double-hulled tanker — 
hit the unmarked shoal in 
the Simpson Strait south¬ 
west of the community on 
Monday while on a voyage 
refuelling local communi¬ 
ties, the Coast Guard re¬ 
ports. 

“She’s just caught up on 
a sand bar, that’s all,” said 
Dennis White, of vessel 
owner Coastal Shipping of 
St. John’s, N.L. 

There were no injuries 
or spills resulting from the 
grounding. The Coast 
Guard says the vessel is not 
damaged.

pollution, that’s been veri¬ 
fied by overflight,” said 
Larry Trigatti, supervisor 
of environmental response 
for the Coast Guard.

ASSASSINS 
COME IN ALL 
SHAPES&SIZES 


T here are many 
types of movies 
about people 
who deal in 
death to make a 
living. There’s 
the cold blooded killer sto¬ 
ry, the revenge drama and 
even comedic takes on 
killing for fun and profit. 
Assassins can be men, 
women, children and even 
robots. In this week’s The 
American George Clooney 
plays another kind of mur¬ 
der engineer, the troubled, 
introspective assassin. 
There are as many kinds 
of cinematic killers as 
there are kinds of 
weapons for them to use. 
Here’s a look back at the 
philosophies of some of 
the screen’s most memo¬ 
rable death merchants. 

Charles Bronson, as the 
skilled slayer in The 
Mechanic (soon to be 
remade with Jason 
Statham and Ben Foster), 
teaches his young protege, 
played by Jan-Michael Vin¬ 
cent, some basic hitman 


lessons. “Murder is only 
killing without a license,” 
he says, adding that when 
you shoot someone do it 
right. “You always have to 
be dead sure. Dead sure or 
dead.” 

That’s key killer advice, 
but slow down, there is a 
progression to becoming a 
hitman. In The Profession¬ 
al Leon (Jean Reno) details 
the system. “The rifle is 
the first weapon you learn 
howto use,” he says, “be¬ 
cause it lets you keep your 
distance from the client. 
The closer you get to being 
a pro, the closer you can 
get to the client. The 
knife, for example, is the 
last thing you learn.” 

Along the way movie as¬ 
sassins also learn that rela¬ 
tionships are verboten. 
Remember what 
happened to Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith (Brad Pitt and 
Angelina Jolie)? “Your 
aim’s as bad as your cook¬ 
ing sweetheart,” taunts 
John to Jane, “and that’s 
saying something!” Day of 
the Jackal’s would-be 




Charles de Gaulle assassin 
(Edward Fox) adds, “In this 
work you simply can’t af¬ 
ford to be emotional,” al¬ 
though sometimes 
feelings inevitably get in 
the way. Just ask Prizzi’s 
Honor’s Charley Partanna 


(Jack Nicholson) who 
memorably said, “Do I ice 
her? Do I marry her?” 

Once they’ve learned 
the ropes, one question re¬ 
mains: Why do movie as¬ 
sassins kill? 

Max Von Sydow plays 


one of the great movie 
killers in Three Days of 
the Condor, Sydney 
Lumet’s classic stoiy of 
conspiracies and murder. 
His reasoning for doing 
what he does is chillingly 
simple. “The fact is, what I 


do is not a bad 
occupation,” he says. 
“Someone is always 
willing to pay.” The Mata¬ 
dor’s Julian Noble (Pierce 
Brosnan) agrees, “My busi¬ 
ness is my pleasure,” he 
said.

© Since July, MTV’s ratings are up 22 per cent among people ages 12 to 34 


MTV is getting its mojo 
back, thanks to the tanned 
twenty-somethings of Jer¬ 
sey Shore. 

Ever since its December 
debut, the show’s buzz has 
been huge — even making 
it into one of President 
Barack Obama’s speeches. 
The July 29 start of the sec¬ 
ond season, shot in Miami, 
drew 5.3 million viewers, 
nearly quadruple the origi¬ 
nal opener. And audiences 
have been staying put. 

Jersey Shore is just one 
contributor to a ratings re¬ 
bound that MTV has en¬ 
joyed since January. It 


marks MTV’s first consis¬ 
tent gain in three years. 

That’s a big win for par¬ 
ent company Viacom Inc., 
as its movie studio Para¬ 
mount Pictures has been 
paring down its slate. High¬ 
er ratings mean advertisers 
from fast food chains to 
clothing retailers are lining 
up to get on board. Ana¬ 
lysts say that should help 
boost the stock price in the 
months ahead. 

Executives say it’s no 
fluke that many of its 
shows including Jersey 
Shore are taking off. The 
executives credit new pro¬ 


gramming spending and 
plenty of research into 
what young people want 
to see: more real situa¬ 
tions, less fake glamour 
and fewer competitions. 

“The Hills was a fabri¬ 
cated reality and Jersey 
Shore and Teen Mom are 
more harsh, authentic re¬ 
alities. And that is what’s 
resonating much more to¬ 
day,” said Van Toffler, pres¬ 
ident of MTV Networks’ 
Music and Logo Group, 
which oversees the flag¬ 
ship network and other 
channels such as CMT.

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THE SECRET WORLD OF UP-SYNCING 


E ver since STP 
singer Scott 
Weiland fell off 
the stage in 
Ohio last 
month, much 
has been postulated about 
how he managed to keep 
singing without sounding 
like a guy falling off a 
stage. Was he lip-syncing? 
Is STP using backing vocal 
tracks to enhance their 
live performances? Or is 
Weiland just such a pro 
that he was able to carry 
on without losing his 
place? 

My guesses: (a) Not real¬ 
ly; (b) Maybe; (c) Possibly. 

Lip-syncing has been a 
part of live performances 
for decades. Anyone who’s 
ever watched the BBC’s 
Top of the Pops knows 


that. Today, backing 
tracks and other forms of 
vocal assistance are done 
so slickly that we don’t 
even notice. 

Audiences expect per¬ 
fection for the money 
they pay hence the use of 
vocal augmentation by an 
unseen singer offstage 
(hello, Ozzy!); pre-record¬ 
ed vocal tracks (Britney, 
GaGa, etc) so that the per¬ 
former sounds perfect 
even as he/she runs 
through all their dance 
moves; and real-time 
pitch correction in the vo¬ 
cals so the singer never 
sounds flat (just about 
eveiybody). 

But we can also under¬ 
estimate how masterful 
some singers are. I saw U2 
play a two-hour set in 
Moscow last week even 


though I was right up 
against the stage, Bono ap¬ 
peared to be singing every 
word without a croak. 
Then again, I’ve also 
heard that segments of 
the 360 Tour are “tracked” 
because of the complexity 
of the stage show. I’ve also 
heard stories about 
AC/DC’s rigid set list. “If 
they wanted to change the 
set list,” one insider told 
me, “they would have had 
to gone back into the stu¬ 
dio.” 

And let’s not confuse 
this with the crimes of 
Milli Vanilli. That band 
was fronted by two guys 
who didn’t sing a note on 
their own albums. They 
merely mimed someone 
else’s performances and 
tried to keep it secret. To¬ 
day’s singers are singing 


along (mostly) with them¬ 
selves. 

Some people don’t care. 
They want their favourite 
songs performed perfect¬ 
ly, even though the singer 
can’t reach the high notes 
anymore. Then there are 
those who believe that 
backing tracks destroy the 


authenticity of the live 
performance and the spir¬ 
it of rock ’n’ roll. For the 
record, Weiland denies he 
was lip-syncing. And even 
if he was, this won’t 
change anything. Backing 
tracks and other forms of 
PA trickery are here to 
stay.

He’s con¬ 
sidered one of Canada’s 
best guitarists. Doucet likes 
to think he’s earned that 
reputation by playing from 
the heart. 

“Keith Richards, Neil 
Young, Springsteen, these 
guys aren’t what you’d call 
sophisticated guitarists, but 
they’re passionate and 
they’re the best,” says 
Doucet. “I learned a long 
time ago, when I’ve got a 
guitar in my hands, don’t 
be sophisticated, be pas¬ 
sionate.”

O Weeknight cooking is no time for 
nuance O But it can still be tasty 


Weeknight meals must cut 
through the clutter of 
weekday chaos. And they 
must do it quickly and 
without fuss, mess, or toil. 

It’s a simple premise. Let 
high-flavour ingredients do 
most of the work. Foods 
that taste great going into 
the pot need less work 
from you to taste great 
when they come out. Ingre¬ 
dients such as Parmesan 
cheeses, balsamic vinegars, 
jalapenos, chorizos and 
wasabis of the world 

In the cookbook, High 
Flavor, Low Labor: Rein¬ 
venting Weeknight Cook¬ 
ing by Associated Press 
Food Editor J.M. Hirsch (to 
be released Sept. 7) ease 
and flavour rule. Because 
bland foods just don't satis¬ 
fy- 

“I’m not big on fancy 
techniques. I’m not a chef 
and I’ve never worked in a 
restaurant. I’m just a work¬ 
ing dad who loves good 
food and won’t sacrifice 
eating well just because I 
have a crazy life,” he says. 

Here are some of his 
favourite high-flavour in¬ 
gredients. All are easy to get 
and even easier to use. 

Citrus juice and zest: Citrus 
effortlessly brightens and 
sharpens flavours. The 
juices are best in mari¬ 
nades, dressings, sauces, 
even soups (try a splash in 
chicken and tomato soups). 
The zest is great in baked 
goods, sauces, and sautes 
(add it to a saute of kale 


with garlic and grated 
Parmesan cheese). 

Ginger: Fresh ginger (sold 
as a funky brown root in 
the produce section) has a 
peppery sweet flavour and 
is essential to Asian cook¬ 
ing. Also try it grated over 
steamed and buttered pota¬ 
toes or mixed into a vinai¬ 
grette. The best place to 
store fresh ginger is the 
freezer. It keep for months. 

Salt: Many foods — even 
sweets — simply taste flat 
without a pinch of salt. It 
doesn’t take much, and it 
doesn’t take the pricey 
gourmet stuff The best bet 
is kosher salt, which is in¬ 
expensive and easy to 
pinch. Keep a bowl of it 
next to the stove. 

Wine: It’s all about getting 
sauced. Or is that making 
sauce? Whichever, wine is 
great for deglazing pans. 

Hot Sauce: This is my se¬ 
cret ingredient in hummus 
and cheese sauces. Just a 
dash brightens the other 
flavours without adding sig¬ 
nificant heat. 

Anchovies: Anchovies are 
incredibly savoury, inex¬ 
pensive and easy to use. 
Best yet, you don't need to 
eat them whole to appreci¬ 
ate them. Place a few in a 
hot pan and stir around; 
they will melt into a 
flavourful paste.

O Oilers’ top Swedish prospect 
will now go by Magnus Paajarvi 


NHL broadcasters can 
breathe a small sigh of re¬ 
lief. 

Top-ranked Edmonton 
Oilers prospect Magnus 
Paajarvi-Svensson will en¬ 
ter the league with only 
one of his last names. The 
19-year-old appeared at the 
NHLPA’s rookie showcase 
on Wednesday wearing a 
No. 91 Oilers sweater with 
“Paajarvi” on the back. 

A spokesman for the 
NHL team confirmed he’ll 
be referred to as simply 
Paajarvi (pronounced pe- 
ya-YAR-vee) on broadcasts. 

The Swede actually 
made the switch while 
playing for Timra in the 
Swedish Elite League last 
season. Even though he’s 
comfortable being called 
by both of his surnames, 
he thought it might be 
cumbersome. 

“It was too long,” Paa¬ 
jarvi said Wednesday. “It’s 
just so much easier to just 
have Paajarvi. I was going 
to have the name Svens- 
son-Pajaarvi, but hockey- 
wise, (I decided) I’m going 
to have Paajarvi.” 

There has long been 
confusion about his last 
name — he’s been known 
as both Paajarvi-Svensson 
and Svens son-Paajarvi in 
the past. When Oilers GM 
Steve Tambellini selected 
him 10th overall at the 
2009 draft, he said: “The 
Edmonton Oilers are ex¬ 
tremely proud to select ... 
Magnus Paajarvi-Svens¬ 
son.” 


The name game 


► It's not unprecedented for 
a player to drop one of his 
last names once he reach¬ 
es the NHL. Oilers 
goaltender Jeff Deslauriers 
was known as Jeff Drouin- 
Deslauriers when he 
played in the Quebec Ma¬ 
jor Junior Hockey League. 

► Broadcasters won't be 
quite so fortunate when 
the New York Rangers 
come to town this season. 
Norwegian forward Mats 
Zuccarello-Aasen 
participated in this week's 
rookie showcase wearing 
a No. 48 sweater that fea¬ 
tured all 15 characters 
from his hyphenated sur¬ 
name — which stretched 
from the top of one arm to 
the other.
